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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Energy, Mines and Resources (EMR), 
created in 1970, integrates such established organizations as the 
Geological Survey of Canada, Canada Centre for Mineral and 
Energy Technology (the former Mines Branch), Surveys and 
Mapping, and Earth Physics (formerly the Dominion Observatory). 
One of these, the Geological Survey, was founded in 1842 and 
predates Confederation. Together with more-recently added 
Sectors, notably Energy Policy, Mineral Policy, and Economic and 
Policy Analysis, the Department has as its mandate to enhance the 
discovery, development and use of Canada’s natural resources. 


As part of their publishing programs, most Branches and 
Sectors compile regularly their own indexes of publications 
destined for specialized target audiences. 


Yet, with the emergence of legislation, policies and programs 
on our energy and mineral resources — issues which affect not 
only specific industries or lobby groups, but also individual 
consumers — there has been an increasing public demand for an 
integration of this information. The EMR Energy Information Index 
of 1978 met part of this demand. But it was limited in scope to the 
energy program and omitted substantial published material from 
EMR’s Mineral Policy and Science and Technology Sectors. 


This Index will help to bridge the gap between reports that 
relate to energy and those covering EMR activities in other areas. It 
provides a comprehensive compilation (1377 entries) and an 
extensive keyword index (205 keywords and 95 cross-reference 
words) to EMR publications. Included is a broad selection of 
scientific and technical reports of general interest. To provide 
readers with source material to the complete technical literature of 
the Department, appendices list the various Branch and Sector 
indexes and outline library holdings. 


The Index is divided into three parts: 


Part 1: SELECTED TITLES 


In Part 1, the INDEX lists, chronologically by originating 
Branch or Sector of EMR, titles of publications, reports, pamphlets, 
brochures and maps issued mainly during the period 1976-79. The 
INDEX, moreover, incorporates a number of earlier items whose 
content has not changed substantially and which are therefore still 
being distributed by the Department. Also included are departmen- 
tal speeches and statements by EMR officials and news releases 
issued since January 1978. 


To permit separate indexing in Part 2, bilingual reports have 
been listed using both English and French titles. 


The general nature of each document cited in Part 1, except 
for news releases, is indicated on the right-hand side of the citation 
by one of five codes shown below. The first three codes reflect the 
publication series initiated by the Department in early 1977: 


Information series — publications on a variety of 
topics of general public interest;

Dans le cadre de leurs programmes de publication, la plupart 
des directions et des secteurs rassemblent réguliérement leurs 
propres répertoires des publications destinées a des publics 
spécialisés. 

Toutefois, avec l’apparition de lois, de directives et de 
programmes concernant nos ressources energetiques et minéra- 
les (autant de questions qui touchent non seulement des secteurs 
industriels ou des groupes de pression bien précis, mais bien le 
consommateur en général), le public demande de plus en plus que 
les renseignements soient intégrés, et le Repertoire des rensei- 
gnements sur l’energie 1978, y a repondu en partie. Cependant, la 
portee du Répertoire s'est limitee aux programmes énergétiques et 
a omis les documents importants publies par le Secteur des 
minéraux et celui des Sciences et de la technologie de l’EMR. 


Le present Repertoire aidera a réduire |’ecart entre les 
publications qui traitent de |’energie et celles qui se rapportent aux 
programmes portant sur les sciences et la technologie. II fournit un 
recueil exhaustif (1377 entrées) et un index considérable des mots 
clés (205 mots cles et 54 mots secondaires) des publications du 
Ministere. Il contient e@galement un vaste choix de rapports 
scientifiques et techniques d’intérét général. Les divers index des 
directions et des secteurs sont enumeérés a |’annexe. 


Le Repertoire se divise en trois parties: 


Partie 1: TITRES CHOISIS 


Dans la partie 1, le Repertoire donne, par ordre chronologi- 
que, les titres qu’ont choisis les directions et les secteurs d’ou 
proviennent les publications, les rapports et les brochures publiés 
surtout entre 1976 et 1979. De plus, il comprend un certain nombre 
d’articles publiés avant cette période, mais dont le contenu est 
encore valable et qui sont encore distribués par le Ministere. II 
contient également les discours et les déclarations ministériels des 
fonctionnaires de |'EMR, de méme que les communiqués diffuses 
depuis janvier 1978. 


Les rapports bilingues ont été enumérés en anglais et en 
frangais pour permettre |’etablissement d’un index sépare dans la 
deuxiéme partie.

Please note that, while this INDEX is a comprehensive listing 
of EMR publications made available by the Department during the 
last four years, EMR issues additional more-technical reports. The 
principal selection criterion for a report’s inclusion in this INDEX 
was its possible interest to the general public. In addition to these 
publications, the Department has published several thousand 
energy and mineral-related reports on specific technical subjects 
dealing with geology, resource mapping, geophysics, fuel and 
mineral technology, and the mineral development of Canada.

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Part 2: SUBJECT INDEX 


Part 2 of the INDEX consists of two subject indexes, one using 
English keywords and the second using French keywords. Each 
title has been indexed by one or more of 205 keywords, which are 
sorted alphabetically and accompanied by the relevant biblio- 
graphic citations. An additional 95 referral keywords provide 
searching assistance. Each citation carries the year and the 
accession number (e.g. 79-150) which serves as a simple cross 
reference to Part 1. 


Corporate authors are not included; where organizations are 
named, the accompanying document titles refer to reports that 
describe activities of the organization. 


For quick reference, the front pages of each subject index 
contain a summary listing of the keywords to be found. Since, in 
some cases, several referral keywords are provided for a particular 
subject area, the summary lists should be checked initially when 
searching for specific reports or topics. 


Part 3: APPENDICES 


Supplementary information includes a list of catalogues 
itemizing the publications released by Branches and Sectors of the 
Department since 1976 (Appendix A) and a description, including 
addresses and telephone numbers, of EMR libraries in Ottawa and 
the regional offices (Appendix B). With the exception of reference 
material, many reports listed in this Index may be obtained on inter- 
library loan from these libraries.

Collectively they subscribe to over 8000 journals and house 
half a million bound volumes, as well as scientific reports, large 
quantities of images, maps, and other information formats. 


ACCESS 


EMR libraries provide service to departmental personnel, 
other government departments, academic institutions, libraries and 
to the general public by telephone, letter and personal interview. 
Each library has a reading room or user area where current 
journals and other library materials may be consulted, Monday to 
Friday, during normal working hours. Library staff is available to 
direct users and to assist them in their research. 


Materials which normally circulate may be borrowed by the 
public through inter-library loan for the standard two week period. 
Reference and rare materials, translations, open files, and 
unbound periodicals may be consulted only in the library. 


External users may be charged a fee for materials or services 
provided for their exclusive use (e.g. photocopying, and commer- 
cial data base searching).

Remote sensing signifies the observation and monitoring of 
the earth’s surface from the air or from space. CCRS was 
established in 1971 to incorporate this developing technology into 
information and management systems for Canada’s land and 
ocean resources and environment. 


As anew technology supported by few agencies or societies, 
lacking well-established journals and reference sources, rooted in 
many disciplines but belonging to none, remote sensing was 
cramped by an information vacuum. The principal task of the library 
was to collect remote sensing documentation from its diverse and 
obscure sources, and to put it into the hands of the resource 
managers and environmental scientists. 


Putting space-age information into the hands of such a widely 
scattered user group requires space-age communications. 
Accordingly, bibliographic references pertaining to remote sensing 
were catalogued in a machine-readable data base which could be 
directly queried from any office or library possessing a computer 
terminal. 


The Remote Sensing On-Line Retrieval System (RESORS) is 
now used on-line by many government and academic institutions, 
as well as provincial remote sensing agencies. In 1977 RESORS 
provided over 7,000 reprints and photocopies in response to user 
requests. The CCRS library also provides conventional library 
services, maintains a large collection of resource-satellite imagery, 
and distributes Branch publications.

The Earth Physics Branch Library, which dates back to 1904 
when it was inaugurated as the Dominion Observatory Library, has 
developed into the principal source of information on solid earth 
geophysics in Canada. In addition to housing 4,000 monographs 
_ and 11,000 reports, the library contains 35,000 volumes of serials 
with 1,100 titles currently being received. 


As its primary function, the Earth Physics Branch Library 
provides the information needed by the Branch whose chief 
objective is to ensure the availability of geophysical information on 
the configuration, structure, evolution and dynamic processes of 
the solid earth and the hazards associated with natural and induced 
geophysical phenomena. 


To support this work, a broadly based collection has been 
developed which covers intensively the fields of geophysics, 
seismology, gravity, geothermics, rock physics, geomagnetism, 
geodynamics, paleomagnetism, permafrost, polar motion, earth 
tides and the dynamics of the ionosphere and magnetosphere.

The 
activities include not only determining the mineral and energy 
resource potential available to Canada but also carrying out land 
capability studies, studies on the geology of urban areas and 
studies designed to assist in conserving our natural environment. 


The Geological Survey of Canada Library in Ottawa is 


Canada’s largest collection of monographs, serials and maps in 
geology and related sciences and has world-wide coverage. It is 
second only to the United States Geological Survey Library in North 
America. It has international status and has been delegated the 
function of maintaining and adding to its unique collection in Earth 
Sciences by the Canadian Institute for Scientific and Technical 
Information. 


In addition to providing a complete bibliographic service for the 
research programs of the Geological Survey it serves as the 
national Earth Science library for Canada. The library contains a 
considerable collection of unpublished research reports and open 
files which are available for consultation in the library. 


The Institue of Sedimentary and Petroleum Geology in 
Calgary, a division of GSC, houses a branch library with extensive 
holdings related to the work of the institute, especially paleontology 
and stratigraphy. Threre is also a working library at the Vancouver 
office of GSC. Literature on marine geology and related fields 
required by the scientific staff of the Atlantic Geoscience Centre, 
Dartmouth, Nova Scotia is provided on a cooperative basis by the 
library of the Bedford Institute of Oceanography. 


The Geological Survey of Canada offers a retrospective 
search service which provides answers to queries addressed to 
GEOREF and GEOARCHIVES data bases, computer-based 
bibliographic systems which provide access to the earth science 
literature of the world.

The Resource Economics Library is the result of a merger in 
the early 70’s of the Mineral Resources Branch Library with the 
Energy Policy Sector’s book and periodical collection. Because of 
the recent global concern for the future of energy and mineral 
resources, the collection has expanded rapidly to its present size of 
65,000 volumes and 1,100 periodical titles. P The Library’s mission 
is to support the work of the Energy, Minerals, and Economic and 
Policy Analysis Sectors as well as that of the Departmental 
Secretariat. The sectors are responsible for resource-economic 
research, program development and policy formulation in the fields 
of non-renewable resources. Under the Energy Policy Sector is the 
Conservation and Renewable Energy Branch, which is responsible 
for instituting a nation-wide program of energy conservation, and 
also the Resource Management Branch which administers and 
manages the federal interest in Canada’s offshore mineral 
resources as well as certain federally owned mineral rights in the 
provinces. 


The orientation of the Resource Economics Library’s collec- 
tion, unlike the collections of the other Branch libraries, is towards 
the social sciences. Special fields are mineral and energy 
economics encompassing all minerals and fossil fuels; the 
activities of these industries from exploration through develop- 
ment, extraction, processing, manufacturing, transportation and 
finance; and, the economic aspects of social, technical and 
ecological concerns related to these industries. Particular empha- 
sis is placed on acquiring statistical material in these areas. 
Information can be accessed both manually and by computer. The 
computerized files accessible in the library include commercial as 
well as in house statistical data bases.

The Surveys and Mapping Branch Library was founded in the 
early 60’s to support the work of members of the Surveys and 
Mapping Bureau (later Branch) which began as a merger of nearly 
all the topographical surveyors in the federal government service. 
From an informal collection derived from office bookcases it has 
grown into a comprehensive library of some 20 000 volumes, plus 
an extensive periodical collection of material covering all aspects of 
surveying and mapping. 


The Branch is responsible for compiling and printing topo- 
graphical maps at a variety of scales, aeronautical charts, 
specialized maps such as electoral and boundary maps, general 
maps and the maps and text of the National Atlas of Canada. It is 
also responsible for the establishment and maintenance of basic 
national geodetic control systems, the management and regulation 


of boundary and property surveys of Canada Lands, and mainte- 
nance of international boundaries. 


In order to support these activities, the library acquires 
materials dealing with the latest developments in geodesy, 
photogrammetry, cartography, industrial photography, colour and 
reprography. Works of historical and place names are collected on 
behalf of the Canada Permanent Committee on Geographical 
Names, and boundary materials on behalf of the International 
Boundary Commission. And, finally, because of the Branch’s close 
ties with the Pan American Institute of Geography and History, a 
collection of items of that organization dealing with Branch 
specialties is maintained.
